John Fox, Jr., was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Fox, who resided on 
the Winchester pike, near Paris. 
Following the burning of their horn* 
the family removed to Paris, where 
' for (many years the elder Fox con- 
ducted a school on Main street on 
site now occupied by* the Bourbon 
County Y. M. C. A. building. 

Like many other young authors 
the early experiences of young Fox 
were discouraging, and many times 
he felt like giving up Uie struggle 
and returning to the humdrum life 
of the farmer. But he persevered, 
and at the time of his death was rec- 
ognized as one of America's fore- 
most young writers. 

Will A. Hill, city editor of THE 
BOURBON NEWS, recalls an inci- 
dent in the life of the author which 
illustrates his fight against strong 
odds and his appreciation of those 
who stood by him in his struggles. 
One day, Fox, came to Mr. 
Hill, who was at that time 
Paris correspondent of the daily pa- 
pers, and handed hi^m a bundle of 
manuscript, saying he wanted to ask 
of MB the favor of typewriting it, 
punctuating, paragraphing and cor- 
recting all errors, as accomplishment 
of which he did not feel himself en- 
tirely competent. 

He stated at the time that he was 
financially embarrassed, and would 
not be able to pay Mr. Hill very 
much for the work. Mr. Hill ac 
cepted the task and, becoming inter- 
ested in the story, he finished it at 
one sitting. 

It proved to be the first novel ac- 
cepted by the publishers and placed 
Mr. Fox on the road to success. The 
title was "A Mountain Europa," and 
was first published in serial form in 
Scrihner's Magazine. Under the 
screen title of "A ; Cumberland 
Romance." the story was shown at 
a Paris picture house last week.

Inclement weather since the flood 
on Friday night has retarded relief 
work in the devastated district at 
Carlisle. Citizens who escaped the 
flood are lending all aid possible. A

EVEN SMALL APPLICATIONS OF 
LIME IMPROVE SOIL 

Lime is so essential on the soil in 
juch a large part of the State and 
the length of wagon haul is so 
great in so many places that it be- 
comes highly copies highly impor- 
tant to know whether small appli- 
cations of limestone will be suffici- 
ent to obtain a good growth of clo- 
ver. Experiments which the de- 
dartment of agronomy has been con- 
ducting for three yea?s indicate 
that from 500 to 1,000 pounds of 
ground limestone to the acre will 
very greatly increase the growth of 
clover on soils needing lime. It is 
suggested that county agents put out 
a number of demonstrations as foI> 
lows: Mix 250 pounds of acid 
photphate with 750 pounds of finely 
ground limestone and apply 1,000 
pounds of the (mixture to the acre. 
Do the mixing immediately before 
using. If possible to apply the 
above amount or close to it through 
the fertilizer attachment of a grain 
drill, it may be drilled in with wheat 
or rye. In any event, it is advised 
to seed the treated land to wheat or 
rye, and then seed to red or sweet 
clover oh a 'honey-comb' freeze 
■next February. It is confidently be- 
lieved that this treatment will 
bring an excellent crop of clover, 
although, of course, larger applica 
tlona will make the lime treatment 
last longer. Burnt lime jmay be 
used at one-half the above rates of 
application.
